detective to attempt a purchase. 
Shaw and two friends attacked the 
detective, and the latter fired a 
revolver shot in self defance. . 

Shaw's friends allege that Shaw 
and the detective were alone, that 
Shaw attempted to put the detec- 
tive out of his home and that the 
latter shot him. 

The police admit that the detec- 
tive had no search warrant. 

Shaw came to Shanghai six 
months ago from Canada and 
engaged in prize fights here under 
the name of * Charlie White.” .
